The Devil’s Child. 

“Bread and games," the free feeding 
and amusement, of the Roman population, 
was one of tne chief causes of the de- 
struction of Rome, and unless Massachu- 
setts wakes up she will And that the mis- 
directed philanthropy and humanliarian- 
Ism of this age will destroy her people. 
Political demagogues and professional 
charity workers have done more to de- 
stroy the pride and aelf-respcct of our 
people and transform them Into paupers 
and dependents than sickness and mis- 
fortune; the demagogue works his mis- 
chief for political gain, the parasite of 
phllanthrophy for personal gain; and be- 
tween the two the llbre of a hard work- 
ing race Is rotted and destroyed. 

These two classes— humbugs and phari- 
sees— have now captured the child labor 
movement, and a cause that appealed to 
the best Instincts of every man has now 
been transformed Into a movement that 
will be a distinct detriment to the com- 
munity, destroying the very people It 
should preserve, by absurd laws and senti- 
mental legislation. The age of childhood 
is constantly being extended, to the In 
jury of the child and the benefit of graf- 
ters. At one time the age limit of child- 
hood was 12 years, and for various 
causes and varying condl’ions childhood 
was extended to 14, 16, 18 and now under 
certain circumstances to 21 years. This 
sort of thing Is not only an Industrial and 
moral injury to the “children" but Is an 
economic hardship to the home. A heavy 
burden Is added to the shoulders of the 
parents struggling to make ends meet; a 
new stream of idle youths Is poured Into 
the streets to recruit the forces of crime 
and swell the tides of depravity. 

Sixty years ago these tender Infants of 
18 and 20 years were the defenders of the 
republic and the fathers and mothers of 
the race; but today they must be forced 
in the name of education and humanlta- 
rlanism, into the ranks of Idleness and Iii- 
edlclency to recruit the jails aud brothels 
of a flabby civilisation. 

Every agency of law and phllanthrophy 
seem to be pressed Into the service of the 
evils destroying the flbre of Massachu- 
setts. The rod Is spared and the child is 
spoiled. The law paralyzes the arm of 
authority, and the noisy, Impudent, young 
brawler and thief, who makes neighbor- 
hoods hideous and property unsafe, must 
not be molested, that sleepy sentimental- 
ism may go unshocked. The economic 
value of young manhood and womanhood 
is destroyed that a spurious education 
that makes for inefllclency may be ex- 
ploited : young people at the most danger- 
and susceptible period of their lives are 
cast into the street that their “childhood” 
may he conserved ; and while the anxieties, 
difllcultles and hardships of fathers aud 
mothers are multiplied, the problems of 
law, order and morality are increased, 
and the humbugs and pharisees grow fat 
at the expense of the community. 

Is it not time to call a halt on this folly? 
Has the hour not come when this propa. 
gauda of mischief and evil which Is mas- 
querading under the line names of plillau- 
' tliropy and fraternity should be squelched, 

| and our legislature and reformatory activ- 
ities be seasoned and stiffened with com- 
mon sens'-?. 

Were the men aud women who made 
this republic, whose work and wisdom 
j produced the America misdirected phil- 
osophy is destroying, coddled and kept in 
arrested and artificial childhood lu a sim- 
pler age? Can any good come out of the 
stilling of the line ambitious aud the crip- 
pling of the sturdy energies of healthful 
young people anxious aud willing to do 
their share of the world's work? Is this 
work-a-dav republic to be transformed 
Into an industrial day nursery for the 
benefit of respectable grafters and the 
gratification of idle aud well-meaning 
1 faddists with more dollars than sense? 

The suppression of child labor is neces- 
sary for the moral and physical well-being 
I of those who are to be the members and 
masters for the future Commonwealth; 
but let us look after the real children; let 
us guard the child that Is a child and slop 
transforming young men uud women into 
mollycoddles mid iuelllcleuls by laws that 
are as foolish as they are mischievous. 
Let us make men and women iu Massa- 
chusetts; not Fraukeusteius. Let our 
laws be the agents of morality, industry 
aud self-respecilug manhood and woman- 
hood ami not the recruiting sergeants of 
the jail, the brothel aud the armiea of 
crime. — Truth

Mr. Anderson was tendered a hearty 
rising vote of thanks for the treat he had 
given the men of the Clapp Memorial 
Association. 

There was however one severe draw 
back to the pleasure of the evening and 
that was the Inability of Owen Sumner 
Chandler to be present, as an 111 turn the 
. early part of the week confined him to 
his home.

Don’t keep yonr horses in poorly ven- 
tilated stables. 

Don’t allow the harness, especially the 
collar, to chafe. 

No cow can do good work as a milker 
that has to put In most of her time gath- 
ering something to eat. 

l)o not deceive yourself with the belief 
that you can successfully raise poultry 
without admitting plenty of sunshine to 
the poultry yard and the houses. 

This Is the best time for caponlzing, 
for the reason that the cockerels are the 
riglii age aud weight, aud will arrive in 
market during January, F’ebuary and 
March w lieu the demand is greatest and 
prices are highest. 

Fowls do not thrive during the wiuter 
unless they have some green feed. Tue 
na dial food of domestic fowls L that 
which they pick up ou the lauge, and If 
suddenly deprived of it, both as to green 
vegetable mailer and meal iu the foim of j 
hugs and worms, the evil effect Is quickly 


A large per cent of the early rotting of 
fruit is due to faulty picking; use great 
care not to bruise fruit or to break stems ; 
use the splint basket with swinging bail, 
hags are very undesirable as picking re- 
ceptacles. 

Grapes may be kept for months. Se- 
lect perfect hunches and sec that the fruit 
Is solid on the hunch. Remove all little 
spiders and their webs, but do not wash 
the fruit. Wrap each bunch carefully lu 
dark blue tissue paper, twisting the ends 
tightly to exclude the air, then pack the 
grapes away in a closely covered box, and 
keep the box in a cool, dark dry place. 

You must feed your stock well If you 
want good results. So must you do with 
your land. You caunot afford not to en- 
rich your land year after year. Build up 
your compost heap, l'ut stable mauure 
on your laud. Buy those fertilizers your 
laud aud your stable will not supply 
Study the fertilizer question lu all 'ts

A typical market gardener i..es 
mout, in the midst of the trucking 
that supplies Boston. He has f.>- v acres, 
every foot of which is worked for all it 
w ill endure. Three acres are under glass, 
where cucumbers and lettuce are raised. 
There are a lot of cherry treas and pear 
trees. He runs his business as carefully 
as any business man should. He works 
hard, and he makes money. 

About this time of the year the poultry- 
men should begin changing over from the 
summer rations for the chickens to the 
winter formula. The natural feed of the 
birds is hegiunitig to disappear. The in- 
sects and the worms are fewer, the green 
stuffs of tiie range are getting dry and un- 
wholeaome. If these things are not sup- 
plied the egg production will fall off con- 
siderably. 

There la no way to convert the corn, 
the hay, the clover, the straw, the Kalllr, 
the mllo aud the ahuudance of other green 
feed I a to a marketable form so quickly 
and so economically as by feeding to the 
dairy cow. She works day aud night 
constantly, both summer aud w inter, ou 
week days and Sundays, lu flood and 
drought, to convert the unmarketable 
waste of the farm into a finished and val- 
uable produet of human food. 

< Inc of the main (things, in preserving 
or storing feeds aud foods is to consider 
i their moisture. No moisture must he 
preseut ou the outside, aud the room lu 
which tlie articles are kept must he reason- 
ably dry. Wiuter apples, late potatoes, 
turnips aud some other foods of likechai- 
acler will keep best iu a room where the 
atmosphere is relatively damp. The 
reasou for this is that these foods are 
used iu a greeu state, and if t hey are ke| t 
iu a dry room, they will lose some of their 
internal moisture aud become withered, 
but the atmosphere of the cellar or other 
room iu w liich apples, potatoes sud root 
crops are stored must be cool as well as 
moist ; still the atmosphere aud floor must 
uot be w el

Kngland Is Just ns Important to her fu- 
ture growth as to have adequate banking 
facilities, adequato commercial organisa- 
tions and a sensible, sane and honest pub- 
lic opinion that will be reflected In a gov- 
ernment that will not be swayed by the 
whims, prejudice or fads of the moment. 
To solve It right will require much pa- 
tience, work and money from those both 
In nnd out of the railroad servlco, and the 
problem appealed to me very much when 
some of my friends paid me the very high 
compliment of asking me to come here and 
help. 

M.n.g.m.nt by Owners. 

Some of the difficulties and lnudequactos 
of the transportation machine of the Unit- 
ed States today are the result of drifting 
away too far from the Idea that transpor- 
tation Is business, which In the long run 
must be governed by tho same great hu- 
man and natural laws that affect all hu- 
man affairs. In saying tills I do not wish 
to bo understood as meaning that there 
should not be supervision nnd regulation 
■>t the grout public service corporations 
aid that chunglng conditions do not make 
necessary changes In method nnd In law 
But I do say that care should be taken 
( not to have that supervision and regula- 
tion go so far that It practically takes the 
real power of management away from 
those who have Invested their money In 
I the business. Ho long ns they have their 
| money Invested, so long us they are re- 
sponsible for the financial results, so long 
| is they give adequato, reasonable and 
safe service at rates thnt will permit of 
gross earnings sufficient to pay expenses 
j 'axes. Interest on debts, take cure of 
lepreclatlon and obsolescence and pay a 
reasonable return to the owners, they 
i must have the right to decile tnny Im- 
portant questions, particularly those re- 
latlng to th-s details of service, the or- 
ganisation of the sluif und the rules und 
, regulations under which the staff und 
1 employees must work to produce the 
greatest efficiency and safety. 

Regulation and Own.r.hip, 

I hiring the lust five years 1 have tried 
I throughout the west to present the railroad 
-Id** of the transportation question. But I 
also had In mind a much broader question 
-namely thut the country cunnot attain 
ts best growth unless the people can be 
made to see that adequate and sufe 
{ ' runspnrtatlon Is absolutely necessary 
tnd thut It cannot be obtained through 
, private ownership unless, under honest 
management, enough money Is earned to 
pay approximately the same return to the 
Investor as Is received by Investors In 
ither classes of business In the saint 
territory, and Ir. addition lay up a fund 
'o provide for bad times— when earning* 
.re poor 

lTie policy of the government-national 
ind state— during the last twenty-five 
years seems to have been to decide rate 
questions In the great majority of case* 
n such a way that rules were rarely ud- 
.anced and generally were reduced, and 
o Introduce rules regulations and meth 
• that Increased expenses I do, how- 
v. r want to make a plea that, coupled 
with restraint and control, there should 
e protection to the owners of the se- 
•urttbs The commissions — both state 
>nd national — naturally feel the great 
pt.ssuie of the millions of users of the 
railroads for reduced rates and Increased 
f.v Pities But If the r ites continue to 
icc.lne or ever, remain on the present 
vel and If expenses are Increased by 
higher wages and cost of material., and 


hy the Introduction of different appliances 
and fnclltt los'morr rapidly thnn the mad* 
can obtain money then there la but on* 
result for some of the railroads of ths 
United States— and 'hit is '.nnkruptcy 1 
believe the commission* i •« who have such 
tT-at power- realise their responsibility 
to *he Owners of the properties as well 
>» to the users, and I hope earnestly thnt 
they win give practical evidence of tholr 
realisation by permitting some advnnres 
In rate* 

Should the commissions— federal and 
stnle make s positive declaration that 
fates may he advanced so ns to permit 
the properties to meet all of their obliga- 
tions, pay a fair return to stoekholder. 
an*l leave a balance for Improvements 
they win do much for *he entire country 
an*l particularly for New Kngland Such 
a declaration will at once Inspire confi- 
dence nnd give In existing securities a 
better standing thnn they now have both 
here and In Kurope ami will help to mar- 
ket new securities upon an Interest hnnln 
more favorable thnn Is now possible, be- 
cause of the uneasiness In the minds of 
Investors about the future not onrnlngs of 
the railroads 

Magnitude of Transportation M.chln., 

Let us look for a minute nt n few facta 
nbnut the great transportation mnchlno 
made up of the New Hnven nnd New Kng- 
land lines nnd associated properties. There 
are 7,117'; miles of railroad and 14,175 miles 
of track Of the track 29 per cent la In 
Massachusetts, 20 per cent In Connecticut, 

H per cent In Maine. 13 per cent In New 
York, 12 per cent In New Hampshire, 8 
per cent In Rhode Islnnd, 4 per cent In 
Vermont nnd 2 per cent elsewhere. There 
are 3,197 locomotives, 8,088 passenger train 
cars. 79.522 freight train cars nnd 3,541 
work cars. Then there la tho marine 
equipment of 240 stenmera, tugs, hnrgos. 
etc But this rolling ntock Is not standing 
still. Knch year tho locomotives run about 
80.000,000 miles, the passenger train cars 
move 220,nno,ono miles, nnd tho freight earn 
move 624,OPO.(»tO miles. The total mileage of 
these units of equipment Is 2,f>00,000 miles 
per day, or more than 100,000 miles every 
hour 

Revenues, Payrolls and Taxes. 

The operating revenues of all the prop- 
erties were for tho last llscal year In 
round numbers $155,000,000. The operating 
expenses were $112 000,000. Of operating 
expenses approximately $00,000,000 or 59 
per cent was paid In wages, an averngo 
payment to each employee of about $700 a 
year. The retnnlnlng 41 per cent or $46,- 
000,000 was paid for fuel, supplies, etc., but 
n largo part of It goes Indirectly to lnbor 
engaged In the production of the materi- 
als purchased. This large payroll Is an 
Important factor to tho communities serv- 
ed by the properties, as much of the 
money flnds Its way each month to mer- 
chants nnd others. The total taxes paid 
by these properties was $7,040,000, a very 
substantial contribution to the funds for 
carrying on tho government. 

Employ.ss and Investors. 

To mnlntaln and operate this great 
transportation muchine requires tho serv- 
ices of from 90.000 to 100,000 men (92,792 on 
last payroll). Theso employees nnd these 
Investors are drawn from all walks of 
life. They are human beings with hopes 
and asplrutlons and Joys and sorrows. 
The livelihood of employees nccessurlly 
depends upon the return from their labor 
and this tn turn depends upon the pros- 
perity of New Englund and the railroads 
of New Kngland. In a smaller degree the 
comfort and well being of many Investors 
depend upon the return from their Invest- 
ment, and this also depends upon the 
prosperity of New Kngland and of her 
railroads. These Investors and these em- 
ployees, with their families, on the basis 
of four to one, make 040,000 people, or 
nearly one-tenth of the population of New 
England. Should not their rights, com- 
forts and feelings be considered curefuily 
'n tho current tempestuous discussion In 
'tv ard to the New Englnnd railroads? 

’’I", report of the Interstate commerce 
ision about tho New Kngland rnll- 
lturtlon was submitted by Mr. 

!i . oi. Juno 20, 1913. The very grave 
nco of the suggestions and rocom- 
' 1 ons nnd the source from which 
they c -no mean that they cannot be de- 
cided hurriedly and without very thor- 
ough study. Already some steps havo 
been taken so as to havo closer super- 
vision of the detnlls of tho operations of 
the properties. Other Bteps of this char- 
acter will be taken If careful study of the 
situation shows that they are necessnry 
for efficiency and safety. Every effort 
will be made to build up a complete staff 
of officers and men from those now In the 
service and In New Kngland, men who 
know the local conditions nnd who will 
respond loyally to suggestions for the 
closest, most efficient and economical op- 
eration. Is It not In the Interest of New 
England to treat her servants In the 
railroad servlco so thut tho best talent 
In the country will want to serve? 

All of us are animated with a high pur- 
pose to do our full duty, and we have no 
deslro for self aggrandisement and self 
glorification. Our rewurd will come If, In 
time, this complicated muchine can be 
adjusted so thut It will run smoothly, 
without friction, puy a fair return to the 
owners qnd become so much a part of the 
dully life of the public that no more at- 
tention Is puld to It than Is paid now to 
drawing water from a faucet or turning 1 
on an electric light. 

Faith In Future. 

I have faith In the future of New Kng- 
land und in the geod sense und Judgment 
of her people in arriving ut the right con- 
clusions when they understand und ap- 
preciate the reul fuels 1 have hope that 
a better understanding uf the railroad 
side of the problem will be brought home 
to the people, so tliut they can see the 
difficulties which directors officers und 
employees In the rallro.nl sei vice ure try- 
ing to overcome und that th* people will 
realise the sincere spirit which unhnulcs 
these men to do the best they cun with a 
llllicult situation. In such cases 1 hope 
•ve cun discuss the differences calmly, 
without piejudlce und without uny dis- 
turbance to tho transportation machine 
which Is su delicately udjusted und with- 
out uny demoralization among officers 
und employees, because uny disturbance 
it this transportation machine reacts In 
inuny directions. I hope thut If we should 
lie unable to ugree among ourselves we 
can urbltrute the matter In un orderly 
way before those tribunals und courts 
which huve been created for such pur 
poses. • 

Complaints About Rates and Facilities. 

important complaints about the railroad 
generally arise from, first, u desire ul 
one person or community to huve bet 
ter rates or better relation of rutes 
than has some other person or com- 
munity These complaints cun be ud- 
justed only b) expenditures of v* r> large 
sums oi money, which, of course, cun be 
iblalned opi‘ o) earning it or by burrow 
ng it Borrow!: g lai.imt * ontinue in- 
lcrtnitely unless the rate* lecelved for 
service are sufficient to piy all proper 
expenses- taxes, lilt* . ost a. o a sufficient

I’MIladelphln, London, 
Purls. Berlin or In all these places. A I 
ready with tho aid of bankers In Boston 
and New York arrangements have been 
completed for obtaining $67,652,400 for the 
New Haven road The money Is ready 
and will bo paid over to the company In 
time to meet Its obligations If the public 
service commission gives tho necessary 
authority to tho company to Issue securi- 
ties for that amount. 

Now Kngland can and will have the 
kind of railroad management and service 
to which she Is entitled. Payment for this 
can be made In three ways— first, by some 
increase In rntes, second, by the stock- 
holders, who live In tho country to bo 
served, advancing tho money: third, by 
borrowing the money needed, wherever It 
can be obtained. 

If nnd whon tho monoy needed If fur- 
nlshod, the management proposes to spend 
It prudently In Improving and perfecting 
properties now owned. The management 
proposes to confine Its activities to the 
transportation filial ness. 

Development of New England. 

The complelu development of New Eng- 
land's varied resources has not been ac- 
complished. New England's farms must 
be repeopled, and u change Is going on 
even now. Progressive farmers and Im- 
migrants from Europe are teaching a les- 
son which should be heeded— namely, that 
agriculture and horticulture In New Eng- 
land cun be revived and pursued with 
profit. 

New Kngland has had a glorious past 
and has had n wonderful Influence In the 
development of the whole United States 
Sho has great Influence and power today. 
Her loyal, public spirited sons have al- 
ways taken their full share of the work 
In solving the problems of the country 
Her own Industrial and transportation 
problems will bo solved, and all obstacles 
will be overcome If all will work loyally 
together for a greater New Kngland, if 
all will exercise some of tho self denial 
and patriotism that Robert Gould Shaw 
displayed when he marched away to his 
death at the head of his troops to servo 
his country first and his family and him- 
self second. 

And so In New Kngland there Is no good 
reason for doubt and discouragement, but 
every reason to be stendfust, courngeous 
and to "Sail on, and on, nnd on!" nnd 
put New Kngland In even n higher place 
than she occupies today morally, physical- 
ly, agriculturally, Intellectually, commer- 
cially, Industrially und financially.

The all absorbing topic In nome partn 
of Weymouth, enpeclElly Ward 2, thin 
week han been and now In tax valuation 
and taxc rate. It may not be kind to nny 
•I told you no,” but we have claimed from 
the moment the "lower tax rate" wan 
agitated, that In the very nature of thing* 
the taxes of Weymouth could not be ma- 
erlallAreduced ami the nequel han proved, 
aa It han done In many other towns, that 
a reduced tax rate In not n reduction In 
taxes, unless the w ay has previously been 
made by a reduction In expenses and few 
If any people want to nee Weymouth "go 
back” on Its schools, roads or any other 
Deeded expenditures. 

In the present Instance the town made 
large, but not unneeded, expenditures or 
appropriations at the March meeting, then 
came a much larger state and county tax 
than usual and then some man's hobby a 
“low tax rate'' and how could It be done- 
only by an lucreased valuation which 
would have been all right had there have 
been an Increased real or personal estate 
In sight, but as there was not enough 
new In night, of course the old property 
must he resorted to and It Is the concerted 
opinion of the people of Wards 1 and 2 
that If there must be an increased valua- 
tion in order to show a tax rate of less 
than 92 o on the $1000 it would have been 
a little more equitable and just to have 
made the new valuation cover the entire 
town at once, which would have brought 
the tax several dollars below the $17.50 
but when the taxpayer counted out his 
money he would have been astonished to 
learn tliar $13,110 or $13 HO did not take 
any less money than when he was paying 
from $21 to $23.

After the Clval war there was much 
negotiating by our government for a 
canal concession, but when the Nica- 
ragua route seemed to be the favorite 
the Bogota government became Impa- 
tient and gave the concession for a 
Panama canal to Luclen Napoleon 
Bonaparte Wyse, a F*rench lieutenant. 
He made some maps and organized a 
company which sold out to the finan- 
ciers with whom Ferdinand do Leseepa 
had associated himself. 

Albert Edwards In his admirable 
book on Panama thus describes the 
beginning of the tragedy of de Les- 
aeps and hiB company: 

"The digging of the Suez canal was 
the accomplishment of his life. All 
bis vigor and energy had gone into It. 
He came back to Paris literally carried 
on the shoulders of his nation. The 
government made him a ‘comte’ and 
the people called him 'le grand Fran- 
cals.’ But he fell among thieves. The 
old man tumbled blindly Into the trap 
of speculators, who foresaw a rich har- 
vest in tho drawing together of his 
great name and the ahudy concession 
of Lieutenant Wyse. They set the 
stage by summoning the scientists of 
the world to a great congress to dis- 
cuss an Atlantic-Pacific canal. Al- 
though It was called a ‘scientific’ con- 
gress. most of Its 136 members were 
speculators and politicians. Only forty- 
two were engineers or geographers.

WILLIAM i. HACKEH, DEAD. 

Wellknnwn Rnacr aod One *f Nwtfc

William J. Hackett, age 28, one of the 
fastest marathon runners that ever donned 
a spike shoe, passed away last Sunday 
morning at the home of his parents, Mr 
and Mrs. Patrick J. Hackett of Lovell 
street In North Weymouth. 

“Billy” Hackett, as he was familiarly 
known to his host of friends all through 
this section, has been falling for two 
years, his last training for a race being In 
1911, when he began training for the 
Olympic games. In the spring of 1919, 
he attempted to get Into trim for the B. 
A. A. marathon, but was unable to regain 
the form of previous races and did not 
compete In the race. 

Early this year he went away to an out- 
door camp, in hopes of regaining his 
health, but returned home In Jnnc and 
since that time has failed steadily. 

As a long distance runner Hackett* 
when In his prime, was one of the finest 
and most graceful men in the running 
game and during his short career, prob- 
ably did more running than any other 
youngster In the United States. 

He was born in Somerville in 1889, but 
moved to North Weymouth when very 
young and has lived In that village ever 
since. 

After leaving school he learned the ma- 
chinist’s trade at the Fore River 8hlp 
yards In Qnlncy. It was while working 
at the Fore River that he first attracted 
attention as a runner. 

He first appeared in public in Lynn In 
May 1909, when he finished first in a ten 
mile race under the auspices of the Lynn 
Y. M. C. A. A few weeks later he ran 18 
miles at Newburyport and came In second. 
The same year, In a big field of entries, 
he ran third In a 10 mile race In Brook- 
line, doing the course In 55 mtnotes and 
15 seconds. 

In October in 1909, he entered the 
Brockton Fair marathon and easily outran 
the many high classed marathoners In the 
rgee. His heady running and graceful 
aulde drew forth many articles of praise 
from sporting writers all over this section 
aud many declared that “Billy” was the 
best In the country. His time in the 
Brockton Fair marathon of 1919 was 2 
hours, 87 minutes. 

On January 15, 1910 Hackett ran Frank 
Bruce of Quincy off of his feet in a 15 
mile race in Quincy and again on February 
1, that same year, he defeated Bruce at 
the latter’s favorite distance of 10 miles. 

Ellis and Marshall of Brockton were 
the next to fall victims to the North Wey- 
mouth star’s clever running, Hackett win- 
ning the 10 mile grind in easy fashion. 

During this year, some of Ilackett’H 
closest friends noticed that the constant 
training and strain of the races was be- 
ginning to tell on Hackett and at the 
races of the South Boston A. C. his 
trainers pulled him from the track, after 
he had practically ran himself blind. 

In October 1910, he again entered 
the Brockton Fair marathon and for the 
second year in succession, a feat never 
before accomplished, he won the 25 mile 
race from Boston to Brockton, some of 
the fastest aud best known long distance 
men being obliged to trail the speedy little 
Brookline gym man, as “Billy” wore the 
colors of the Brookllue gym durlug the 
latter part of his career. 

After winning the Brockton Fair mara- 
thon In 1910, Hackett’s many friends ten- 
dered him a reception. A parade, with a 
baud aud many noted runners aud athletic 
officials in carriages, as well as several 
hundred admirers with torch lights aud 
bauuers, marched through the principle 
streets of North Weymouth, ending at the 
Euglue house In Ward One, where Hack- 
ett was presented with an elegant dir- 
moud ring and a gold w atch, chain aud 
charm, the latter being the gift of the 
Holy Name Society of the Immaculate 
Conception church of East Weymouth. 
Speech-making aud a banquet were feat- 
ures of the eveniug's entertainment, aud 
quiet, unassuming, modest “Billy” Hack- 
ett, with tears iu his eyes, made the long- 
est speech in bis career, when he thanked 
the host of friends, w ho crowded the hall 
to overflowing, for the gifts of the eveu- 
iug and klnduesses aud honor shown to 
him 

He never reallv was abie to do much 
active traluing after his final 25 mile grind 
to Brockton, but he ran iu several races 
of shorter distances, winning them all, 
with one or two exceptions. 

“Billy” Hackett was one of the fiuesl 
principled young meu in the country. Al- 
ways quiet iu manner, unassuming and 
modest, especially after a hard earned 
victory, he w as decidedly well thought of 
by all who knew him 

Funeral services were held Tuesday

Scotland, tins been noted tor ll« mnnn 
fncture of the "blue Imumh-L" fm-ed Id 
bong. In the Infancy of the trade 
Glnsgotv wna Its chief market, nnd was 
visited yearly nt the grant July fair 
by the bonnet makers with their year’r 
manufacture of nightcaps anil bonnets. 
A record of 1050 shows that the Stew 
nrton corporation was penalized by 
the Glasgow trades because of the In 
sufficiency of Its yearly product. 

In 172U the Stewarton corporation 
consisted of thirty-five members, who 
were hound by very stringent rules to 
keep up the price of bonnets, by 
periods of compulsory deslstnnce from 
trade. In one Instance an offender 
was fined 120 for going to work at 
Kilmarnock. 

The Stewarton bonnet mnkera held 
themselves nnd their goods superior to 
those of Kilmarnock, nnd n line of $250 
was lm|tnscd for the offense of selling 
Kllmnrnock bonnets ns Stewarton ones. 

In 1750 n Inw wns passed enforcing 
the use of Indigo only ns the dyestuff. 
In tho early dnya of the Industry the 
bonnets were knitted In tbe open air, 
when the weather was favorable.— 
Argonaut

The tiny republic of San Marino, 
which does a roaring trade In titles of 
Bobillt.v at fixed rates, devotes a great 
ftnrt of the profits to the maintenance 
of Its foundling and orphan asylum. 
It will make you nnd all your heirs or 
only your male heirs. If such Is your 
desire, u duke for $5,000 or an earl for 
$3,750. 

An Idea of the traffic done In titles 
may he gathered from the fact that a 
German firm trading In Sweden sends 
out a circular marked "Private and 
confidential" offering to secure any or- 
ders and decorations required. 

The orders of St. George vary In 
price In different countries. In Sicily 
It costs $375 and In Ravarta more than 
twice ns much, hut you may become a 
Knight of Montenegro for as little 
ns $75 

The king of Greece does rather a 
prosperous business with the Order of 
the Redeemer, which enn be had for 
$250. while Serein bestows the Order 
of Takovn for a like sum. The Prince 
of Monaco has for disposal the Order 
of the Stnr. for which lie asks $175. nnd 
for $50 less one enn secure the Order 
of the Sun of Knsr-ed-dln from the 
shah of Persia. 

Although titles cannot he bartered In 
England. It Is. of course, an open se- 
cret tlint a generous contribution to 
political funds often pnves the way to 
a place In the peerage Apropos of 
this. It Is Interesting to note the fact 
tbnt Fran* Kossuth, the son of the fa- 
mous patriot, charged the Hungarian 
government with receiving no less than 
$1,450,000 hv selling baronet titles. 

Another phase of this traffic In titles 
Is revealed by carefully worded adver- 
tisements which have appeared In Lon- 
don papers from time to time, offering 
for sale the titles of Impoverished no- 
ble families of France. It Is not so long 
ago since three titles, two of which 
were French— one n count and the oth- 
er n marquis respectively— and one of 
an Austrian prince, were put up for 
anle In London, the prices ranging 
from $200,000 to $500.000.— Ixindon

The method is somewhat 
as follows: Iu the fsll,— and it may tie 
one of the last crops to lift and harvest, 
as a frost does not hurt it,— all the young 
side shoots taken off from the maiu or 
market roots are selected for the next 
spiiog’s plsutiug. These are cut iuto 
pieces six luches loug or so, tied in 
bundles, aud stowed away iu boxes to 
keep fresh until wanted.

Ward 3 School Romb. 

For some time the growing need of 
Ward 8 for more or better school accomo- 
dations has been a subject of much dis- 
cussion and at a meeting of the Citizens 
Association of Weymouth and Bast Brain- 
tree held on the evening of Sept. 24lh, 
the following committee was appointed to 
fully Investigate the conditions which 
exist and report to the association : Wm 
E. Thayer, Frank H. Wescott, H. Forest 
Wilson, W. 8. Wells and R. J. Donnelly. 

The above named committee after view- 
ing the conditions have made a very elab- 
orate report of which we give a few ex- 
tracts. 

The present number of pupils enrolled 
Is 482. 

Number of teachers, 12. 

Number of school buildings, 8, viz., 
the Lincoln, the Hunt and the Tufts. 

These three bulldlugs contain In all ten 
regular class rooms, one assembly hall 
used as a class room and one former storey 
room or room never Intended for a class 
room, now used to accomodate pupils. 
That is, with 482 pupils we have proper 
accommodation for but 850, on the basis 
of 35 pupils to a teacher which is a gener- 
ally accepted standard in modern educa- 
tional methods. 

TUFTS BUILDING. 

A building of this number of school 
rooms should be used for but 140 pupils. 
It has now 205, many of this extra num- 
ber being crowded into a former store 
room, long aud narrow, devoid of proper 
light and ventilation, heated by a stove, 
and so situated that In case of fire, escape 
from this room would be difficult practi- 
cally a negative chance. 

Sanitary arrangements: These are 
positively disgraceful and should not be 
tolerated in a town that makes any pre- 
tention to the care of the cleanliness and 
health and morals of Its school children. 
An out building about 50 feet from the 
school building Is tne only toilet accom- 
modation for 205 pupils. 

Fire risk: The fire risk in the Tufts 
building is a serious menace. A single 
flight of wooden stairs receives pupils 
from three rooms. Should exit by these 
stairs be cut off by fire as often occurs in 
a wooden building of ancient construction 
the only other exit for the three upper 
rooms is by a wooden so-called “fire es- 
cape’’ in the rear of the building. 

HUNT SCHOOL. 

This four-room school building should 
accomodate 140 pupils; by crowding the 
the rooms aud using the assembly hall it 
is made to accomodate 200. 

Here agalu the light is inadequate: 
windows are narrow and few, and In the 
assembly hall, which now serves as a class 
room for the ninth grade, the windows 
are recessed, unusually small, and so ob- 
scured by tbelr construction, that even on 
a clear day the children have great diffi- 
culty In seeing, while on cloudy days, 
work In this class room has often been 
Impossible. 

Heat: The present boiler Is overtaxed 
by the recent addition of five hundred feet 
of radiation to heat parts of the building 
uot sulllclently heated previously by the 
old furnace. 

Ventilation. The general plan of ven- 
tilation is good, but Is uot sufficient for 
the number of pupils now In each room — 
there is no ventilation iu the coat rooms. 

Sanitary arraugemeuts are fairly good, 
but the location of toilet room Is such that 
pupils are compelled to go out of doors in 
order to use it — a serious draw-back In 
stormy weather. 

Fire risk. The stairways are narrow 
and winding; doors from the class rooms 
aud coal rooms opeu directly into the 
j stairway, with less than a thirty-inch 
passage wav— two of your committee 
could uot walk abreast through the pass- | 
age way, by which the pupils from three 1 
rooms must reach the lower ball. The 
so-called ‘‘fire escape” in the rear of the 
building would prove au excellent chimney 
tlue, iu case of fire. 

LINCOLN SCHOOL. 

The rooms iu this building are lighted 
from three sides, makiug cross lights, so 
that the childreu are uever out of their own 
i shadows. Rooms are very high studded, 
aud without veutllatiou. Here, as lu the 
Tufts building, the outer clothing of the 
childreu is kept iu uuhealed halls, s most 
uusauitary practice. 

The childreu use the toilet connected 
with the Huut school, thus beiug compel- 
led to go out of doors across the wide 
yard, iu all kinds of weather. 

There is uo fire escape, aud the furnace 
is uuder the stairs. Further commeut as 
to fire risk is unnecessary. 

The details preseuted to you, as above, 
by your committee, show the following j 
conditions : 

First Ward 3 has, without doubt, the i 
poorest school accommodations of auy 
part of the tow n. 

Second : That we are trying to pro- 
vide schooling for 4e2 childreu lu auti- 
quated buildings that should accommodate 
but 350.

Third ; That every day these 482 child- 
ren— our childreu and our neighbor’s 
children — are housed iu rooms where poor 
light Is affecting their eye-Hight, and bad 
air their health, while they are In coustant 
peril from fires. 

Fourth: We are supporting and heat- 
ing three buildings, where one building 
would more easily, and more economically 
do the work. A room, properly ventilated 
can be heated more easily than one w ith- 
out proper veDtilatiou, as the amount of 
cubic air space necessary per pupil lu such 
a room is less.

can be Improved. 

After the moult a little linseed meal Is 
a fine thing to round out the poultry ra- 
tion with. 

Don’t allow your horses to drink a 
large amount of water on coming into the 
, stable warm. Allow them to cool off a 
hit first. 

The dairymen and live stock growers 
are the men who are building up their 
farms for the future. They, too, may 
grow some grain, yet most of all their 
crops are fed at home, and the fertility 
turned directly hack to the land to make 
It more fertile every year. 

The making of large amounts of good 
manure with a limited number of animals 
on the farm is an agricultural art of no 
mean Importance. The man who Is learn- 
ing how Is on the road to real, permanent 
success. Building up the land by any 
method Is laying up a hank account for 
the future. 

Just before the soil Is being prepared 
for the sowing of the cover crop is a fine 
time to go over the orchard and clean 
up, picking up and hauling out such rnb- 
blsh as old crates, ladder and other things 
that were left during the period when 
fruit gathering was on hand, says the 
Home and Farm. 

Considerable loss is occasioned on 
many farms every year by allowing crops 
to become too ripe before harvesting. 
This is especially true of grass or clover, 
or any crop intended for hay or as a sub- 
stitute. With grasses when the seed be- 
gins to form well, and with grhin crops 
when the grain begin to harden, is the 
best stage to harvest. 

The San Jose scale is now found in al- 
most every part of the United States. 
This pest was imported from China and 
thus has no natural enemies lu this coun- 
try. Wherever man does not combat it 
the scale multiplies unchecked until the 
trees on which it Is found die. Most of 
our old home orchards have passed out 
of existence by way of the scale route. 
This loss of good, healthy hearing trees, 
says Fruit Grower, Is a preventable one, 
and som** of the very effective remedies 
should he applied iu the earlier stages of 
the scale iufestatiou. 

In the matter of poultry manure for 
garden use, the value of the product may 
he increased by scattering coal ashes or 
common dry soil over the droppings under 
the roosts every few days. Do not use 
wood ashes or lime, as they react cheraic- 1 
ally with the droppings, and cause the 1 
ammonia to waste. Coal ashes or dry I 
soil will absorb odors aud preveut the es- 
cape of valuable ferllli/.ing elements. 
Grouud rock phosphate is also good for 
this purpose. 

Even though graius (carry in composi- 
tion for a long time, liens will begiu to re- 
fuse it, as they may be over-supplied from 
other sources. For this reasou they will 
accept a change of food which is of itself 
evidence that the best results for Ills hens < 
can only lie obtained from a variety of 
food. Corn and wheat may he used as , 
food w ith advantage, but must he given 
as a portlou of the ration only, and not 
made exclusive articles of diet. 

As a counterpart of soiling should go ‘ 
tlie making of a large quantity of manure. 
As tiie cows are stabled more or less every 
day In the year, ami for the other time 
are k< pt iu a yard, every particle of man- 
ure made, solid aud liquid can be satrd 1 
ami a very large quantity can he worked 
up into compost, lu this way, by the use 
of leaves gathered from a wood lot cleared • 
of brush so t Hat a horse rake can be used : 
to gather them, with dry swamp grass 
ami other materials oue cow lu the year 
cau be made to furuisli 10 loads of excel, 
leut manure, ami the laud be kept iu tiie 
highest state of fertility.

I know u as potato wart, potato caukcr or 
1 black scat), the Federal Horticultural 
Board lias decided to continue iudetluitelv 
the quarantine against potato importations 
from tiie British Isles, Germany, Austria

, French islands at the mouth of the St 
Lawrence Hirer, St I'ierre ami Miquelon. 

The farmer’s dock should be prolifle 1 
without sacridciug other qualities. They 
1 should lie good table fouls. To satlsfx 

this requirement they must lie of good 
size, plump aud of good appearance when 
dressed. They must be hardy aud good 
foragers, as there is much waste food <>n 
the farm that can be converted iuto cash 
returns bv the fow is The hens must be 
good sitters and mothers, a» many farm- 
I ers are uot ready to buy incubators — ai- 
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though they should do so at once. These 
are questions that are being studied by 
the careful, and each Individual will have 
to determine the matter for himself.

Talleyrand and Joeephlne. 

Talleyrand, the notorious French 
| statesman, friend of Napoleon and am- 
I bassador at the English court, was de- 
signed for a military career, but an ac- 
cident. when one year old. rendered 
him a cripple for life. His cunning 
] cleverness, political penetration, adroit 
| intrigues and Ingenious subterfuges 
[ were vehemently opposed by the em- 
j peror's wife, Josephine, who energeti- 
cally denounced him as a "cursed crip- 
ple." 


“Down verduro-clad slopes and ter- 
racing roaches 

Where orango and mango and pine- 
apple grow, 

One wanders through Eden to ocean- 
washed beaches — 

An Eden that only the sun-children 
know." 

Thus James 8. Gilbert, the late la- 
mented poet of Panama, wrote of 
Taboga Island. It was so enticing , 
that I determined to be one of tho 
sun-children for a dny or two and so 
steamed away In a little launch twelve 
miles out Into tho Pacific to that 
beauty spot It is all that Mr. Gil- 
bert called It, and more, and it is no 
wonder that the sanitarium, estab- 
lished there by the French can;.l com- 
pany and reopened by the Americans, 
Is so well patronized. If you are a 
canal employe — white — and lmt o 

been 111, the doctor may be kit I 
enough to send you over to Tabcgi 
for two weeks to recuperate. If you 
are a mere visitor you can put up nt 
the unpretentious little hotel con- 
ducted by William Jones, tho Ameri- 
can six-footer who lookB like a 
miner and dances like a cotillon 
leader. In either case you will ho 
fortunate, for you will find those 
“verdure-clad slopes” gorgeous with 
flowers and alive with brilliant birds, 
and the “ocean-waBhed beaches,” the 
finest places In the world for a swim. 
You can sail about the pretty bays 
with tho native fishermen, or you can 
climb up the hills where tho boys aro 
vociferously driving the kine home to 
be milked, or you can merely lie In 
the shade and dream dreams of the 
Spanish gnlleonB and the buccaneers. 
A more delightful place for rest and 
the repair of shattered nerves would 
be hard to find. 

Taboga lias a history, too, small as 
It Is. De Luque, the second bishop 
of Panama, looked upon the Island, 
saw that It was good and established 
there his country residence. In fact 
he maintained a household there the 
year round, for, like many another 
churchman of the old days, he did not 
adhere closely to th rul of celibacy. 
His memory Is preserved by a bath- 
ing place In a stream that runs down 
the mountain side, called the Bish- 
op’s Pool. It was reserved for the 
use of him and his retinue. Above ft 
!b the Family Pool, for women and 
children, and still higher up is tue 
Pool of the Letters, for the men. 
The last one derives Its name from 
the Inscription "J. F. B., Ohio” carved 
on a near-by rock. This Is a reminder 
that In 1852 the Fourth Infantry. U. 
8. A., crossed the Isthmus en route 
for garrison duty in California, hav- 
ing sailed from New York on the 
United States mall Bteamer Ohio. 
Cholera was prevalent at the time In 
Panama and the American soldiers 
and the sailors from the Ohio were 
attacked by the disease, about eighty 
1 of them dying. Some of the Bick 
were left on Taboga island to recov- 
er, and evidently one of them did re- 
cover sufficiently to climb up to the 
bathing pool and leave the record 
that Is a mystery to the native in- 
habitants of this day. Incidentally 
U. S. Grant, then a captain, was with 
the Fourth Infantry on that trip. 

If you climb up the hill, following 
this stream most of the way, you wifi 
come to a place at the summit of a 
pass called Las Cruces. There, set 
in cement, are three small crosses 
commemorating the most exciting In- 
ciuent in the island's history. Ac- 
cording to a Spanish work written 
early in the last century, a shipload 
of Peruvian pirates came sailing up 
the coast In 1815 and decided Taboga 
was a good place to loot. They land- 
ed and drove the small Spanish gar- 
rison out of the village and up the 
mountain. But in the pass the sol- 
diers rallied, the inhabitants came to 
their assistance and there. Bays the 
chronicler, a most bloody combat 
raged for hours Finally the pirates 
were routed and fled to their ship, 
leaving three men dead on the field 
of battle! 

The isthmus reeks with history, 
some of the most interesting pas 
sages of which have to do with Porte 
Bello. But the visitor who goes 
there with mind full of the mighty 
fights and great trade of the old 


Spanish days will bo woefully dis- 
appointed by the town as It now is. 
Romance, commerce, everything nt- I 
tractive has fled long ago from that 
place nnd Porto Bello is nothing but 
a dirty, immoral little village, full of 
low cantinas, slatternly natives and 
mangy curs. At each side of tho 
town Is the ruin of a Spanish fort, 
Its plcturesquenes8 marred by fisher- 
men’s nets and the local washing 
' hung up to dry. 

I Thus the work of man lins decayed, 
but Nature Is as kind as ever to 
Porto Bello. Its bottle-shaped har- 
bor Is one of the prettiest to bo 
found, with promontories guarding tho 
entrance, beautiful hills on both 
sides and entrancing little rivers j 
meandering down from the moun- 
tains and through the jungle into 
its upper end. One hill opposlto tho 
town boasts tho remains of threo un- 
usually Interesting Spanish forts. 
One Is at tho water’s edge, another 
severa'i hundred yards up the slope, 
and these two were once connected 
by a covered stone stairway the ruins 
of which still provide the easiest 
means of ascending. On the sum- 
mit of the hill 1 b the third fort, a 
mighty square tower surrounded by 
a deep moat. The walls aro almost 
Intact but the roof has fallen In and 
the fortress Is full of trees and shrub- 
bery. 

With these three forts, two others 
protecting the harbor entrance, tho 
two at the ends of the town and an- 
other Just above It, Porto Bello might 
well seem to have been Impregnable, 
yet It was taken twice by the Eng- 
lish. Sir Francis Drake planned to 
enpture It In 1596. but ’Jupt as his 
ships were about to begin tho attack 
i Drake died and was burled In tho 
mouth of the harbor. Dispirited by 
the loss of their leader, the English 
sailed away, but Capt. William Parker 
took up the project in 1602. With 
two ships he got past the first forts 
at night and after a desperate fight 
captured and sacked tho city, carry- 
J Ing off 10,000 ducts’ worth of plunder. 

The second taking of Porto Hello 
i was the first notable exploit of Henry 
| Morgan, the famous buccaneer, as an 
I Independent commander of a fleet. 

I Sailing Into what Is now Colon har- 
I bor, he took his men up a river In 
canoes, landed at a place called Es- 
tera Longa Lemos and marching 
through the Jungle, attacked the city 
from tho rear. First capturing the 
castle above the town, he shut the 
garrison in one room and blew them 
and the fort to pieces with gunpow- 
der. The governor, the citizens and 
the rest of the soldiers, surprised and 
terror-stricken, were soon driven Into 
one of the other forts and for hours 
they bravely withstood the assaults 
■ of the buccaneers until, as Esquemol- 
{ Ing tells us, Captain Morgan begun to 
despair of tho wholfe success of the 
! enterprise. Finally lie had a number 
! of ladders made and forced the 
1 priests and nuns whom he had cap- 
| tured to set them up against tho 
i walls. Many of these poor creatures 
were killed by the defenders, but at 
last the ladders were placed and the 
buccaneers swarmed up them carrying 
fireballs and pots of powder which 
they kindled and hurled among the 
Spaniards. The garrison surrendered 
at discretion, but the gallant governor 
defended himself so obstinately that 
! ttie English were forced to kill him. 
Morgan remained in Porto Bello sev- 
eral weeks, plundering the place and 
torturing the citizens to induce them 
to reveal tho hiding places of their 
riches. 

Though an Important place in the 
transshipment of gold from the west 
coast of South America, Porto Bello 
never was a large town, but for sev- 
eral weeks each year it was very 
populous This was at the time of 
the annual fair, when the galleons 
from Spain were in ti.e harbor wait- 
ing for the mule trains to bring the 
gold from Panama Then merchants 
and adventurers from all that part of 
the world gathered in the village and 
trade was brisk in the big building 
now called the custom house, whose 
ruined walls still are standing. Mer- 
haiidibiiig, drinking and fighting divid 
ed the time until the galleons set sail 
for Spain with their gol den carious.

Almost any kind of 
succulent vegetables Is better than that 
The effect of high feeding is to sour the 
stomach, which is the natural result of 
indigestion. 

Get you a definite strain of stock ot 
poultry, so that you can wrangle good nat- 
uredly with your neighborhood about 
your favorite breed. Such things are a 
wonderful stimulant toward doing your 
beat. 

It seems strange when men are so pat- 
ticttlar about the food they eat, and turn 
with loathing from mouldy or musty 
dishes, that they neglect to guard the 
horses and cattle as zealously. It takes a 
little time to screen the oats and remove 
the dirt and chaff, hut it pays. 

As a table-fowl the whitejgulnea posses- 
ses peculiar merit of its own. The flush 
of u guinea ts never tough, though it is 
somewhat dry, ns compared with thetlcsh 
of a chicken. Guineas are very cheaply 
raised, us they are great foragers, and 
And their own living from choice during 
the greater part of the year. 

By selecting ears of corn for seed early 
in the fall before freezing weather and 
drying the ears, there is no danger from < 
freezing. They should be gathered, 
husked and hung up in a wcll-vuitilated 
room for quick drying before cold weather. 

Many farmers have hobbles and pet the- 
ories which sometimes bring them plenty 
of “experience,” hut us a rule they look at I 
everything along utility Hues, says Farm 
News. Some farmers have beeu looking 
for the best farmer’s fowl, have bred al- 
most all breeds In existence, and yet have | 
to confess to failure along these lines. 

At (lines he thinks that he has the best bird 
cornered only to find that It Is still at 
large. A buzz-saw is all right for the 
purpose for which it was Intended, hut it 
can’t he used for shaving a mail’s heard. 
All these things are very practical in their 
w ay, hut making them answer for all pur- 
poses is very much like corraling a cyclone 
which is something no man has succeeded a 
in doing. 

The home orchard should be a perma- 
nent tiling, and well cared for, it is the 
most attractive spot on the farm. The 
apple and pear trees w ill live and hear for 
generations, while other kinds will live 
for a great many years. If not neglected, 
hut cared for as other Important farm 
crops, the orchard of large fruit trees 
should produce at least twice the equiva- 
lent In cash as any other acre on the farm. 
With a variety of kinds, some fruit Is rea- 
sonably sure every year. The average 
year the crops will he all that can he econ- 
omically handled for home use. Cultivat- 
ing, pruning, fertilizing and spraying will 
lie necessary for the best results, but they 
will pay handsomely.

In the first place the harness should be 
washed clean of all dirt, as grease or oil 
a|)plied over dirt is of no benefit to the 
leather. This can be done by placing 
them in a tub which lias enough of luke- 
warm wafer in It to cover the harness. 
The water must not he too hot or the 
leather will be spoiled. After remaining I 
in the water a short time, tiie dirt can be 
easily removed. As each piece is cleaned 1 
it should he hung up and allowed to dry 
By tiie time the last pieces of the harness 
are washed and hung up to dry, the first 
pieces are ready to begin applying the 
grease or oil. Use good oil — neatsfoot oil 
is best and will strengthen tiie lastiug qual- 
ities of the leather as well as make it very 
pliable and easy to handle. A very good 
way to apply the oil Is with a small paint 
brush.

Pnnama, R. P. — It Is not given to 1 
many men to destroy a city bo utterly ' 
that It is never rebuilt. That Is what < 
Capt. John Morgan, the master hue- 1 
caneer, did In 1671, when he led his 1 
band of cutthroats down from the : 
hills upon Panama. After lie had fin- I 
lshed with that big, flourishing city [ 
there was so little left of It that the j 
Spanish moved flvo miles west nlong i 
the coast and there built a now Pan- 
ama — tho Panama wo know today. 

The story of Morgan's Justly fatuous 
exploit, often told, never grows stale, j 
It Is a wonderful story of desperate 
bravery, endurance, suffering and ruth- 
less cruelty, and ns John Esquemellng 
was the first to relate It In detail, so 
he has been the best. Howard Pvlo ! 
1ms well snld: "In tho case of the j 
Esquemellng history, It should bo do- ; 
cldedly hands off. One touch of the ! 
modern brush would destroy the i 
whole tone of dim colors of the past 
made misty by the lapse of time." 

So I wish I had space to quote tho en- 1 
tire Btory of Morgan and Panama as 
Esquemellng, who was one of the , 
band, tells It. Some of It, at least, 
must be given In his quaint language, 
beginning with the capture by a part 
of Morgan's fleet of Fort San Ixirenzo 
at the mouth of tho Chngrea river. 
Snys Esquemeltng: 

“Captain lirodely being made com- 
mander, In tlireo days after Ills do 
parture (from St. Catherine’s) ar- 
rived In sight of the said caet'.e of 
Chagre, by the Spaniards* call; il S«- 
Lawrence. This castle is built on a | 
high mountain nt the entry of the 
river, surrounded by strong palllsades, 
or wooden walls, filled with earth. ^ 
which secures them ns well ns the 
best wall of stone or brick. The to; | 
of this mountain is. In a manner, d; ) 
vlded into two parts, between whic. j 
Is a ditch thirty feet deep. The castle | 
hath but one entry, and that by a 
drawbridge over this ditch. To the 
land It has four bastions, and to tho 
sea two more. The south part Is to- 
tally Inaccessible, through the crnggl- 
ness of tho mountain. The north is 
surrounded by the river, which hero is 
very broad. At the foot of the castle, 
or rather mountain, is a strong fort, 
with eight great guns, commanding 
the entry of the river. Not much low- 
er are two other batteries, each of six 
pieces, to defend likewise the mouth 
of the river. . . . 

“No sooner had the Spaniards per- 
ceived the pirates, but they fired In- 
cessantly at them with the biggest of 
their guns. They came to an anchor 
In a small port about a league from 
J the castle. Next morning, very early, 
they went ashore and marched 
through the woods to attack the castle 
on that side. This march lasted till 
two of the clock In the afternoon, be 
fore they could reach the castle, by 
reason of the difficulties of the way. 
and Its mire and dirt; and though 
their guides served them very exact- 
ly. yet they came so nigh the castle 
at flrst that they lost many of their 
men by Its shot, they being In an open 
place without covert.” 

The pirates bravely assaulted tho 
castle, sword in one hand and fire- 
ball In the other, but were repulsed 
with heavy loss. Renewing the at- 
tack under cover of darkness, "there 
happened a very remarkablo accident 
which occasioned their victory. One 
of the pirates being wounded with an 
arrow in his back, which pierced his 
body through, he pulled It out boldly 
at the side of his breast, and winding 
a little cotton about It, he put it Into 
his musket, and shot It back to the 
castle, but tho cotton being kindled 
by the powder, fired two or three 
houses In the castle, being 
thatched with palm leaves, which the 
Spaniards perceived not so soon as 
was necessary; for this Are meeting 
with a parcel of powder, blew It up, 
thereby causing great ruin, and no 
less consternation to the Spaniards, 
who were not able to put a stop to It." 

Full advantage was taken of this by 
the buccaneers, and they set Are to 
the palings aud gained a foothold 
within them, despite "many flaming 
pots full of combustible matter, and 
odious smells, which destroyed many 
of the English." All next morning 
the Aght raged, but about noon the 
English gained a breach through 
which they fought their way to the 
heart of the castle. "The Spaniards 
who remained alive cast themselves 
down from the cattle Into the sea, 
choosing rather to die thus (few or 
none surviving the fall) than to ask 
quarter for their lives. The governor 
1 himself retreated to the corps du 
guard, before which were placed two 
pieces of cannon; here he still de- 
fended himself, not demanding any 
quarter, till he was killed with a mus- 
ket shot In the head.” 

In a few days Captain Morgan ar- 
rived with the rest of his fleet and or 
ganlzed the expedition against Pana- 
ma. i^e took his men by boat up the 
Cbagres as far as Cruces, now a vil- 
lage not two miles from the canal, and 
there landed them for the overland 
march Leaving 160 men with tha 
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boats, he started through tho jungle 
with about a thousand. For days they 
struggled on, suffering Intensely for 
lnok of food, for the Spaniards and 
Indians had destroyed the villages and 
crops along the way. At one point 
they found a number of leathern hags, 
nnd "made a huge banquet" upon 
them. At nnother n few sacks of 
meal, some plantains nnd several jnrs 
of wine were discovered In a cave. 
On the sixth day nfter leaving Cruces 
"ascending a high mountain, they dis- 
covered the South sea. This happy 
Bight, ns If It were the end of their 
labors, caused Infinite Joy among 
them." Then they came to a vale, 
where they found plenty of cnttle, nnd 
their period of starvation came to nn 
end with a monstrous feast. "Cutting 
tho flesh into convenient pieces or 
gobbets, they threw them into the tire 
nnd, half cnrbonnded or roasted, they 
devoured them, with Incredible haste , 
and appetite; such was their hunger, 
as they more resembled cannibals than 
Europeans; the blood many times run- 
ning down their beards to their 
waists.” 

That evening the pirate band came 
In sigh* of Panama, and pitched their 
camp, which was Ineffectually bom- 
barded all night by tho guns of tho 
city. Next day Captain Morgan led his 
thousand bold men down the hillside 
and confronted the forces of tho gov- 
ernor of Panama, consisting of two 
squadrons of horse, four regiments of 
foot and a huge number of wild bulls 
driven by Indians. The Spaniards be- 
gan the battle, but their horso were 
useless, owing to the softness of tho 
ground. Tho foot were held in check 
by the Are of the pirates, so the wild 
bulls were driven forward but, fright- 
ened by the noise of the conflict, tho 
animals ran away. After two hours 
of flghtlng the surviving Spaniards 
fled within the city walls. Six hun- 
dred of their comrades lay dead upon 
the fleld. Morgan at once uttacked 
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“Morgan's Tower,” Old Panama. 

the city, and though the defense was 
desperate, many of the pirates being 
killed, Panama fell within three hours. 

What Morgan did to the devoted in- 
habitants In tho effort to find all their 
hidden treasure Is too horrible to re- 
late. Soon after tho capture of tho 
city Are broke out in many quarters, 
and Esquemellng says the conflagra- 
tion was started by Morgan, though 
he luld the blame on the Spaniards. 
Anyway, as the houses were almost 
all built of cedar, the entire city was 
soon consumed by flames. Some three 
weeks later "Captain Morgan departed 
from Panama, or rather from the place 
where the city of Panama stood; of 
the spoils whereof he carried away 
with him 175 beasts of carriage laden 
with silver, gold aud other precious 
things, besides about six hundred pris- 
oners, men, women, children ami 
Blaves.” 

Of old Panama naught remains hut 
the ruins of the cathedral, the tower 
of St. Stanislaus’ church and the frag- 
ments of a few other stone and brick 
structures. For more than two cen- 
l lea they have been buried in the 
Jungle, hut are now being brought to 
view by the efforts of the Panama 
government, which Is having the un- 
dergrowth cleared away from the 
ruins. i 

The visitor to the isthmus should 
not fall to make the trip down the 
Cbagres from Catun to the sea, re- 
versing Morgan's route. The scenery 
along the river Is beautiful, aud the 
great stretch of ocean beach — clean 
hard, green aud purple sand over 
which Immense breakers roll — is 
ideal for bathing. 

The massive walls of Fort San Lor 
enzo sQll stand on the hill at the 
mouth of the Cbagres, and the heaps 
of cannon balls left by the Spaniards 
are yet there. In the dungeons of 
the castle are piles of rusted Irons— 
the fetters which they hoped to fasten 
on the bodies and limbs of Morgau 
and bis buccaneer*.
